NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A subpoena 


was served on Andrew Carnegie at his 
home in this city today calling upon'him 
to go to Cleveland, Ohio, on Wednesday 
and testify in tho case of Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick. Mr. Carnegie is to 
appear 


before the federal grand jury in the Un- 
ited 'States district court at 0 a, m., 
Wednesday. Tho summons was issued 
by Judge Francis J. Wing of the United 
States district court of tho northern dis- 
trict of Ohio, and was accepted willingly 
by Mr. Carnegie. 


Mr. Carnegie was annoyed, however, 


when ho discovered that the summons 
required him to make the trip to Clcve- 


had seen. Therefore, it will be claimed 
Mr. Carnegie's testimony is not irrele- 
vant. A subpoena for Andrew Carnegie 
to testify in the Chadwick case was re- 
cived by the authorities in this city to- 
day. It was issued in Ohio. 


A hair dresser and manicurist who 


were summoned to Mrs. Chadwick's cell 
were not permitted to take their knives 
and scissors into her cell. 


Mrs. Chadwick has again intimated 


that she will soon make a public state- 
ment. 


NOT A VALID REASON. 


Edmund W. Powers, associate counsel 


for Mrs. Chadwick, was asked today if 
he had vouched for the securities offered 
by Mrs. Chadwick to President Beckwith 
of the Citizens National bank of Oberlin. 
He replied: "I was asked whether the 
securities were all right and I replied 
that in my opinion they were, but that 
Mrs. Chadwick ought not to use them." 


"Why should sho not use them if they 


were ail right?" was asked. 


"I decline to give my reasons for say- 


ing so," was the reply, "but they were 
sufficient for me.'"

PLEADS SICKNESS. 


"What," he cried, when he saw that it 


required his presence in Cleveland. "Why 
1 don't think I will be able to say that 
I'll go out there at all. I'm very sick. 
I've got lumbago. Do you mean to say 
thnt I'll have to be out in Cleveland on 
•Wednesday, then come- back here to ap- 
pear before Commissioner Shields on Sat- 
urday'" 


The iron master was advised that he 


might see the United States' district at- 
torney here about the matter. The in- 
terview terminated with the remark on 
the part of Mr. Carnegie that this weath- 
er did not agree with him. It was snow- 
ing hard at the time. 


MAY BE CITED IN NEW YORK. 
It was scmi-officially announced today 


thnt if Mr. Carnegie returns from Cleve- 
land, he will be served with a subpoena 
for his appearance here at the investiga- 
tion next Saturday, unless Mrs. Chad- 
wick agrees to go to Cleveland in the 
meantime. 


Another important move in the Chad- 


wick case today wns a hurried confer- 
ence of her counsel with Lawyer Geo, 
Ryall, representing Banker Herbert D. 
Nowton, of Boston, and Mrs. Chadwick 
at the Tombs. Mrs. Chadwick had prev- 
iously received what was believed to be 
a cablegram 'rom her husband in Europe. 
At tho conclusion of the conference Mr. 
Ryall said he again had hopes that Mr. 
Newton's claim would be paid. 


Mrs. Chadwick was still eager to go to 


Cleveland today, unless bail could be se- 
cured, her counsel said. Efforts to se- 
cure her release were made, but had not 
been successful at I o'clock. 


Mr. Carnegie will be paid five cents a 


mile for his trip to Cleveland and $1.30 
a day for his time when actually before 
the grand jury.

The United 
States government has no statistics to 
show that it is- because of this fact that 
eafch girl can always have "more than 
one string to her bow" or'that it is in 
any way responsible for flirting on the 
part oi the girls. 


But whether the government can be 


expected to funii»b_8weeth,earls_ior- all 
the boy-babies^Bonr,-. it-is a fact, that 
there are more males than females in the 
United States. The young man who be- 
lieves that he has an affinity somewhere 
by right would better watch out or aome 
other of the 216 more young men than 
women in every 10,000 of population may 
jump in and win out that affinity. 


When Prof. Wilcox of Cornell univer- 


sity was figuring out the proportion of 
sexes in the United States for the census 
bureau he dealt solely with the figures 
without regard to sentiment, and has 
found that, in continiSital United States 
there are 1,038,321'-more males than fe- 
males, or about two more males than fe- 
males in every hundred of population. 


WOMEN LIVE- LONGEST. 


Notwithstanding .the great excess of 


males in the total-population of the 
United States, there are 2 periods of life 
at which the reported-number of females 
is greater, . One, extending from about 83 
years of age to the end of life, is probab- 
ly due mainly to the longer average life 
of woman; the other, from 16 to 25, is 
probably apparent rather than real, and 
due mainly to the'jrreater number of wo- 
men who .claim erroneously, to belong to 
this age period.

In cer- 
tain quarters, .the opinion is entertained, 
that the Russians opened the sea cocks 
of tho submerged vessels, so far as to 
lessen their exposure to the Japanese 
fire The recent cessation of mine clear- 
ing' was taken as evidence that the fleet 
'lid not intend to make a sortie. There 
was no sign of life on the Russian ships 
during the bombardment and from this 
fact it is concluded that the bluejackets 
took refuge on land or that they ore en- 
mtfed in the land defenses. With the 
Russian second Pacific squadron ap- 
proaching. those in Tokio cnnnot com- 
prehend the failure of the Russians to die 
hrtrd and to inflict all possible damage 
on the Japanese fleet, even at the cost of 
weakening the effective garrison. 


Now that the Port Arthur fleet has

STEP IN luGHT DIRECTION. 


The reason of the passage of this act 


by the legislature was that the assess- 
ments throughout the state had become 
so ridiculously out of proportion to the 
actual value "of the different properties 
in the state, that some measure had to 
be devised 'to remedy it, and so far it 
has -shown good results in the short time 
that the law has been in operation.

ies of experiments with thc--obicct of a 
certaining the relative digestive valu 
of different cereals. This investigator 
at the head of the Minnesota expcrimen 
tal agricultural station and has dete 
mined to if possible ascertain the nutr 
tive value of cereals. He is not only re- 
sorting to the formal chemical analysis, 
but is conducting actual experiments to 
find out through the workings of the hu- 
man stomach.

HEADQUARTERS OF TEE JAPANESE 
AKMY BEFORE PORT ARTHUR, Nov. 
2S, via Tien Tsin, Dec. 9 (Delayed by 
censor).—The genera-1 assault on Port 
Arthur, which be^an at noon, Nov. 20, 
has developed the roost furious fighting 
witnessed since the citadel was invested. 


HILL DELUGED BY SHELLS. 


The assault began in the early morn- 


ing -with a tremendous bombardment of 
the forts on the western half of the east- 
ern fortified ridge by a battery which 
hud been placed in position on the crest 
of a ridge to the .rear. For hours the 
whole wiMtern'hnlf of the fortified ridge 
was deluged with heavy.-shells. At noon 
the principal Hoe of fortifications was a 
perfect hell of bursting nhrapnul, and the 
spectacle wns more wonderful than any- 
thing- previously seen. 


The front lines of infantry, 
having 


been re-enforced strongly, began nn at- 
tack simultaneously along tlie entire line 
from East Kcekwan mountain to West 
Rihlung mountain. 
• ' 


Through the hnzc daused by the smoke 


of the bursting shells tb.c assaulting par- 
ty could be seen emerging-from'tbe cov- 
er of the parallels,- aj well as swarming 
up the fortified ridgc'.it balf a dozen dif- 
ferent points.

FALL BY HUNDREDS. 


Rifles, rapid fire .guns and mncliine 


guns blazed from the Russian position, 
where advances were made in tbe open. 
The men went down by hundreds. The 
forts were belching smoke and bursting 
shells, and the rampart walls were black 
with Japanese, -who, on reaching 
the 


crests, met with an-awful fire from with- 
in the forts which swept down line after 


were able to strengthen their lines. of 
defense at the points of attack. 


RUSSIANS FIGHT HEROICALLY. 
The list ellort of the..Japanese.was 


made at midnight, assisted by artillery, 
which covered the slopes of Wantai Hill 
with an avalanche of shells. The Rus- 
sians fought with tremendous courage, 
engaging the Japanese with bayonets 
and grenndes when they came to close 
quarters. The Japanese finally establish- 
ed a trench line five yards in front of the 
line of fortifications, which they now oc- 
cupy. Ine forces arc engaged in throw- 
ing dynamite grenades at each other. 


Another attempt was made to pierce 


the principal line of fortifications sur- 
rounding the rear of tbe eastern part of 
Pnntung mountain, where, after four fur- 
ions attempts, a small body of Japanese 
succeeded in getting through the wall 
and in establishing themselves on the 
lower slopes of Wantai Hill. The Rus- 
sians rusbed the supports with machine 
guns from the upper slopes of the Waii- 
tai Hill forts, and the small party, of 
Japanese was practically annihilated. The 
most desperate fighting t<>ok place at 
this point. 


SO MERCY SHOWN. 


. The fighting of tbe o.fternoon a.nd night 
was the most desperate aud sanguinary 
since the ' siege began. The opposing 
forces were so close together tnat only 
tho fort or walls or a few yards of level 
ground separated them. The struggle 
from start to finish was at close quar- 
ters, with bayonets nnd grenades and 
rifies usea as clubs. The ferocity of the 
attacking Japanese was equaled by the 
defending Russians, who died nt their 
posts everywhere, fighting till their last 
breath. 


At daylight on Nov. 27 quiet reigned, 


and the "silence during the day was brok- 
en only by occasional cannon and desul-

THE KAISER'S GIFT TO 


THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 


F 


OR several years It has been 


current among competing na- 
'tlons that Great Britain's su- 
premacy as a manufacturing 


power was'in peril, but It Is only re- 
cently that she has been brought to re- 
alize that the danger has not halted at 
the door, but has: passed over the 
threshold. The British reflective facul- 
ty is ponderous and is Inclined to move 
in a circle. The habit of. Insular self 
appreciation has become so fixed that 
it has withstood some exceedingly se- 
vere commercial shocks, but the time 
has come when it begins to dawn upon 
the commercially sensitive John Bull 
that something' is disturbing his for- 
eign market. 
Now, to disturb the British foreign 


market is a cilme in Insular eyes. If 
the squeamish notions of modern di- 
plomacy did not conflict it would be 
eumclent cause, as such matters appeal 
to the average midland and north coun- 
try intelligence, to loose tho dogs of 
war. Denied that resource, the Briton 
casts about for some potent Internal 
remedy and resorts to politics as a uni- 
versal panacea. While he Is waiting for 
the spell to work his keen willed com- 
mercial enemies conllnue to remove the 
props from underneath his tottering 
trade supremacy. 


A-luminous Instance of Great Brit- 


ain's commercial degeneracy Is to be 
found in the recent failure of the equip- 
ment contractors of the new Yerkes 
subway to find English steel workers 
who would undertake the construction 
of the cars for that system. 
After an 


exhaustive search it was made evident 
that there was no machinery In the 
empire-that could produce the steel car 
demanded. 
Although 
the 
contract 


specified with great particularity that 
no foreign material or labor should be 
used, it was finally necessary to modify 
the conditions, and the order for the 
cars was sent to America, and it was 
promptly filled. 


A firm of British electrical engineers 


recently secured a contract which ne- 
cessitated the employment of about 
3,000 tons ot steel. An advertisement 
was sent to the leading papers Inviting 
bids. When the tenders were examined 
it was found that the lowest bid came 
from n Belgian company. Not desiring 
to place the order abroad, the con- 
tractors advertised again, expressing 
their willingness to close with any 
English firm that was willing to come 
within a dollar n ton of the Belgian of 


unwrought steel. In 1901 she purchased 
more than ten times that amount. Last 
year she' paid over 
$40,000,000 for 


wrought iron and steeli includlns ma- 
chinery.

The decline of the steel making In- 


dustry is but a sample of the commer- 
cial decadence .that, has settled upon the 
United 
Kingdom. 
The 
making of 


matches, once a cherished monopoly .in 


England, has been driven out of the 
country by Swedish and Belgian com- 
petition. Only one firm continued to 
make them in any great Quantity, and 
that firm has recently been absorbed by 
the American match trust, and the vast 
organization has embarked In a crusade 
against- independent makers all over the 
world. The first move was to force the 
price of matches dowm actually below 


Some Industries h»ve been lost- en- 


tirely, and there is no hope whatever o£ 
their revival. One of these Is hemp 
growing and manufacturing. 
Twenty 


years ago there were many mills in the 
north of England engaged in spinning 


for. There was no response to the ap- 
peal. Still unwilling to let the order 
BO out ot England, a final sop was held 
out to local cupidity in the form of an 
oi'Cer to buy the steel at an excess of 
Jl.OO over the Belgian bid. As there 
was no answer to this, the order was 
sent across the channel. 


The reasonable inference from this 


apathy on the part of British atteel 
makers would be that the once gigantic 
Iron trade of the empire Is on its last 
legs. That it has not entirely collapsed 
is dua as much to causes without as to 
affairs within. There are still a few 
manufacturers ot a superior quality of 
steel which is used in cutlery and for 
armored ships, etc. Fortunately, also, 
the United States has been so^prosper- 
ous during the past few years that It 
has found a home market for its con- 
stantly increasing production o£ iron. 
How hard the steel trade of the United 
Kingdom is being hit by America and 
Germany may be made apparent by a 
few illuminative figures. In 1SS5 Eng- 
land bought abroad 1365,000 worth of

'Italy woke to the fact that 
she could utilize her abundant water- 
falls for power, and this, together with 
her cheap labor, enables her to work 


her product up at prices 'with which 
Great Britain can no longer compete. 


Much more serious is the loss of the 


aniline dye . business. 
That industry 


oy,-es its development to EnffUmd's in- 
ventive genius and.was formerly mo- 
nopolized by1 that country. Now 80 per 
cent of all the dyeing material used In 
the country's vast textile factories la 
furnished by Germany. 
Today four 


German firms which manufacture dye- 
stuffs have -a combined capital of $13,- 
000,000 and employ 468 chemists and 
!15 engineers. They also have a com- 
mercial staff of 1,368 and a payroll of 
over 18,000 'persons. The Germans have 
also captured the IndiBO trade from-In - 
lla. This they did by the substitution 
of an artificial Indigo which is equally 
satisfactory and much cheaper. 
One 


German firm alone' has a capital of 
59,000,000 Invested in the enterprise. 
England's import of chemicals is con- 
stantly growing. 
She pays $D,000,000 


annually for coal tar dyes and 515,000,- 
000 for other imported dyestuffs. Ger- 
many's chemical Industries, all of re- 
cent growth, the majority of them cre- 
ated at the expense of England, now 
yield annually products worth $250.000,- 
000. 


Another Industry that ia likely to be- 


come a lost art In England is color 
printing. Not many years ago the bulk 
of fine lltho printing was done in Lon- 
don. 
Christmas cards. Juvenile cloth 


picture books and posters from Eng- 
land were in high favor in America. 
Now all these things can be made in 
Germany 30 to 40 per cent cheaper 
than.elsewhere, and even England de- 
pends upon the artistic and cheap prod- 
uct of the Bavarian workshops for her 
Christmas cards. 


Most galling ol all> Perhaps, is the 


practical loss of the tin plate trade, of 
which south Wales used to enjoy a. mo- 
nopoly. Within a fortnight after the 
McKlnley tariff was fixed the United 
States had no less than sixty-live tin 
plate 
manufacturing 
establishments. 


The capital put into this Industry 
amounted to $17,500,000, and 15,000 men 
were given employment. 


These tire only a few examples of the 


way in which Great Britain's conserva- 
tism, so called, has contributed to the 
overthrow of her once firmly held com- 
mercial supremacy. Her present, frantic 
search for some means to check the 
panic of trade disaster which has over- 
taken her Is certainly suggestive If not 
just a trifle pathetic.
